New England Democrats are op­ 
posed to cut in the rates on manufac­ 
tured products that are understood to 
he contemplated by the majority of 
the committee.

tuted among men to secure this right 
and 
that governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of Ute 
governed.

It was made known, however, 
that Alvey A. Adee, who has held the 
post of second assistant secretary of 
state for 26 years and who has been 
connected with the state department 
service for more than 40 years, will 
be asked to remain indefinitely.

Plans call for a mill building four 
stories high and constructed of brisk 
paying blocks.

pntlffc m111 wl!I be A p p ro o f through­ 
out. 
The elevator will be Included 
in the same building, and steel grain 
storage bias will be Installed with ft 
capacity of fully SO,Oho bushels, 
It 
is the intention of the company to 
market their products not alone in 
the United States but to export to the 
West Indies and South African ports. 
In connection with mention of the 
new mill, the Circleville Union Her­ 
ald says: 
“Circleville can be congratulated 
on having such men as H. M. Crites 
and Herman Shade of Canal Win- 
chest-r, who compose the C. E. Sears 
& Co., as their citizens. 
They now own and 
operate 
six 
large canning plants, which are dis­ 
tributed in the following cities: Cir­ 
cleville, W ashington 
C. 
H„ 
Canal 
Winchester, Stoutsville, Lockville aud 
Summit, Ohio. 
They are the largest 
packers of green peas in Ohio and 
the largest corn packers in the world. 
They also own 4000 acres of the best 
farming land that can be found any­ 
where bordering Circleville, on which 
they grow products for canning pur­ 
poses. 
“Their pay roll last year to factory 
employes was $52,000.

Occupation is undoubtedly the most 
im portant factor in 
causing 
lead- 
poisoning; and among the occupa­ 
tions the most dangerous are those 
in which lead is freely handled. This 
applies particulary to 
working 
in 
white lead 
and lead 
colors. 
The 
grinding of white lead with oil was 
formerly a large 
source 
of 
lead- 
poisoning, because the pigment was 
dry, and consequently the grinding- 
inill attendants and the 
lead-work 
laborers inhaled lead dust; but since 
in many factories the paint is now 
made with the lead in the moist state, 
by the gradual displacement of the 
m oisture with oil during the process 
of grinding, this source of danger has 
decreased. The dangers incidental to 
the m anufacture of red lead are ex­ 
tremely serious. 
The Journal of the 
American Medical Association quotes 
a recent w riter in one of the trade 
journals who reports that a large de­ 
crease in plutonism in the m anufact­ 
ure of white lead has followed the 
abolition of female labor and youth­ 
ful labor in England. 
The decrease 
is also consequent on ventilation, the 
use of resporators, overalls, enforced 
cleanliness and the avoidance of lead 
dust. 
No m aterial increase in the 
cost of m anufacture bas resulted, but 
death and suffering have been avert­ 
ed, 
It is always gratifying to learn 
of progress in combating occupation­ 
al disease, especially when, as in the 
lead Industries, it has been so diffi­ 
cult to induce those employed to co­ 
operate to their own sanitary 
ad­ 
vantage.
